* I nave the honour to submit herewith the report and accoants in duplicate of the Road 
Fund Department of this district for the year 1887-88. 

The survey operations on the Ruma and Rangamati road were resumed in the middle of 
November. At the first start 40 men of the coolie corps were sent to Pyramid Hill to work 
under the Supervisor in charge of the survey. It turned out, however, that the men could 
not stand the climate so early in the season, and there was much sickness resulting in three 
deaths. Consequently the officer in command at Ruma recalled these men to Ruma, and 
arrangements were immediately made for 40 Bengali coolies to proceed to Pyramid Hill to 
do the work of trace outting-under the Supervisor, The Supervisor was also supplied with 
$0 Mugh coolies for jungle-clearing. The work was in fair progress when the report of the 
murder of Lieutenant Stewart and party created a panic among the coolies, and it was with 
great diffoulty that they were kept from running away, Ultimately the news of the Chaima 
raid put a stop to all work and the coolies went away to their homes. Endeavours were, 
however, made subsequently to organise labor, but it was ineffectual ; so out of four to five 
months of the working season there was work for a little over two and a balf months only, 
te. st he prochagg January and a part of February, and hence progress during the year has 
been .
